TEWKSBURY ~- South 
Tewksbury residents may not 
need to rally the troops just 
yet. Though a controversial 
ramp design for the Tri-Town 
Lowell Junction 1-93 inter- 
change offering a access to 
South Street is still technical- 
ly on the table, its more as a 
requirement of the paperwork 
than an expectation of the 
future for the site. However, 
with Simon Property Group 
advertising its 128-acre parcel 
for sale, a new developer 
might have other plans. 

Of the several options origi- 
nally presented to Federal 
Highway, one included direct 
access to South Street despite 
continuous and strenuous 
objections from Tewksbury 
residents and officials. Now 
the impacts of those original 
plans must be presented to 
Federal Highway as part of 


the Environmental Impact 
Study (EIS), being conducted 
by project consultant 
AECOM. 

“They (AECOM) are oblig- 
ated to analyze and show the 
options of a west side connec- 
tion,” Wilmington Planning 
Director told the Crier. “It 
doesn’t mean that anyone is 
pushing it or supporting it, it 
only means that it is one of 
the requirements of doing the 
EIS.” 

“The town’s position, really 
is that we have not changed 
our position since 2004 and 
wanted to make sure that the 
Memorandum of 
Understanding between the 
three towns called attention 
to that,” Tewksbury’s 
Community Development 
Director Steve Sadwick said. 
“We are still looking at no 
access to South Street.”

Tewksbury’s inventory drops while Wilmington achieves coveted 10%

TEWKSBURY and WILM- 
INGTON - A recent lag in 
occupancy permits for sever- 
al Tewksbury apartment 
developments has driven 
down the town’s affordable 
housing inventory according 


to the state agency that over- 
sees 40B while Wilmington 
just achieved the coveted 10 
percent. 

Tewksbury in July 2008, with 
the issuance of building per- 
mits for the Hanover 
Corporation's Lodge at Ames 


Pond, achieved a high of 9.1 
percent in its affordable hous- 
ing inventory. However, those 
building permits are required 
to be followed up 18 months 
later with occupancy permits 
in order for those numbers to 
remain in the housing inven- 


tory. 

Those occupancy permits 
are lagging and causing the 
Department of Housing and 
Community Development to 
acknowledge 519 units in the 
inventory, or 5.1 percent of all

Local resident inspires legislation 


Bill proposes flag etiquette education

WILMINGTON - One of the 
bills that will be brought 
before the Massachusetts 
Senate will have a local fla- 
vor. Wilmington resident Joe 
Steen helped inspire bill S282, 
a bill focused on educating 
schoolchildren across 
Massachusetts on the proper 
treatment of the American 
flag. E 
Senator Bruce Tarr, 
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Wilmington’s voice in the 
Massachusetts Senate, has 
helped to formulate the bill. 

The Flag Code, a United 
States federal law — only 
advisory due to court rulings 
that declared its enforcement 
a violation of the First 
Amendment’s protection of 
free speech — is generally 
seen as the standard for the 
correct treatment of the flag. 

Steen, after becoming moti- 
vated to increase education 
and awareness of the proper 
treatment of the flag, states 
that he “went to the State 
House a few years ago” in 
order to bring attention to 
this issue. 

The bill’s aim, according to 
Steen, is to teach the kids how 
to properly respect the flag. 
The Pledge of Allegiance, a 
long-time fixture in American 
classrooms across the coun- 
try, is closely linked to this 
goal. 


“Not too many students 
pledge allegiance, or know 
what the flag’s about,” Steen 
said. “After all, it’s our 
American values passing onto 
our children. The flag sym- 
bolizes these values.” This 
bill, he hopes, would help stu- 
dents to make the connection 
between what the flag repre- 
sents and how to properly

respect the flag. 

Concerning the Flag Code 
and its guidelines for treating 
the flag, Steen mentioned, “A 
lot of people don’t know it.” 
The bill is an attempt to raise 
awareness of flag procedures 
in the classroom. 

Steen is confident that the 
students would be able to

The Olin site has 
an interesting history 
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many tracts as he could. He 
bought two lots totaling about 
37 acres from Dexter Carter 
in 1888, The price was $754. 

Eaton and a partner, George 
Raymond, had an office in 
Boston. They formed the 
Woburn City Land and 
Improvement Company and 
sold lots for $10 apiece. 

The company owned land in 
Woburn and Wilmington. The 
land was divided into eight 
sections. Cook’s Hill was 
included in their deals, and a 
road was laid out there which 
exactly followed the line of a 
cliff on the southern part of 
the hill, A mountain goat 
would have difficulty follow- 
ing that road. Like all the 
other roads laid out, it was 
never built. It was a “paper 
street.” 

Because the streets were 


_never built, the owners of the 


lots in¢many, cases stopped 
paying their taxes. Besides, 
the lots were too small for 
houses. 

The land that interested 
Wilmington’s town manager 
was in sections B and C. 
There were 636 lots, each of 
about 2,450 square feet. 
Almost all of them had very 
tangled ownership records. 
Many of them had been sold 
for taxes, sometimes twice. 
Some were sold for taxes 
while there was a mortgage 
in existence, whereupon the 
mortgagee reclaimed the 
land, only to have it sold 
again. 

Local speculators bought 
some of the land. Two of the 
foremost were George 
Griffiths and Lawrence C. 
Swain. Each man bought per- 
haps 100 lots. Both of these 
men sold their land to the 
Blue Hog Breeding Company, 
which operated a large pig- 
gery. That company was dis- 
solved in 1940. 

When Cushing undertook 
the job of unwinding this 
legal mess in 1951, the select- 
men told him it couldn’t be 
done. 

Cushing was determined to

find someone who could do it. 
He hired a former state assis- 
tant attorney general, Frank 
Walters, as the . principal 
assessor, For about a year, in 
his spare time, Walters would 
chase down titles. It was a 
most discouraging task, and 
had to be sandwiched in with 
his other duties as assessor. 

‘Then in 1952, a man named 
Ed Osberg approached the 
railroads in Boston and asked 
if they knew of a site which 
was suitable for industrial 
development. The Boston & 
Maine referred him to the 
town of Wilmington, and he 
met with Cushing. Cushing 
showed Osberg the site, which 
was bounded by Eames Street 
and two tracks of the B&M. 
Cushing explained the diffi- 
culties, and the action that 
was being taken. Osberg was 
impressed with the work and 
said he was willing to wait, 
Osberg represented a new 
firm, National 
Polychemicals. 

So the town manager got 
busy. Walters had accom- 
plished some work, but there 
was still a tremendous 
amount to be done. Each heir 
to the owner of every tract 
had to be chased down. Some 
people were found on the 
West Coast. One was in 
Greece. If the titles were to be 
clear, either the heirs must 
sign clear, or the courts must 
be told that a personal and 
thorough search was made, a 
search that had exhausted all 
possibilities. 

One lawyer worked on the 
matter for only a few days 
before giving up in disgust. 
Cushing then called Paul 
Emmons, an elderly 
Wilmington lawyer with an 
unsurpassed reputation for 
careful work in real estate. 
Emmons accepted. 

But a Herculean task lay 
before him. Several of the 
owners had an address of 
simply “Boston”. In some 
cases, the last recorded 
address was in 1889. In one 
instance, the address was just 
“Middlesex County,” and that 
was 60 years prior. 

A woman named Merrill 
had bought two lots, num- 
bered 21 and 22 of a particu- 
lar block. After a few years, 
she didn’t pay her taxes, so 
the town took the land. But 
the town made a mistake in 
the instrument of taking, and 
land was described as lots 21 
and 26. Then the town sold 
lots 21 and 22 (right number, 
this time, but not the town’s 
property, because of the pre- 
vious error) to George 
Griffiths, who in turn sold to 
Blue Hog Breeding Co. Blue 
Hog was the apparent owner, 
while the actual owner 
thought the land was no 
longer hers. 

Edward O. Howard was the 
owner of a large number of 
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lots in 1894. In 1904, that land 
was taken and sold by the 
town, because Howard had 
not paid his taxes. The prob- 
lem was that in 1896, Howard 
had sold the land to George 
Raymond. Thus, the deeds 
given by the town in 1904 were 
worthless, The buyer was the 
Norcross family of Wellesley. 
They thought their title was 
good, and it wasn’t until 1952 
that the error was discovered, 
48 years after their purchase. 

Raymond presented quite a 
problem for the town. He had 
disappeared before the First 
World War, and had left 
behind some oil and mining 
stocks of some value. A detec- 
tive agency had been hired to 
find Raymond, and they had 
searched for 30 years without 
results. The town manager 
found that Raymond had died 
in 1913 in Oklahoma, and that 
he was buried in Fitchburg, 
while his will was probated in 
Worcester. The detective 
agency was so impressed 
with Cushing’s work that they 
called up and offered him a 
job, at a good salary. He 
declined. 

Emmons decided that the 
only thing to do was to go 
back to the beginning and 
trace out the history of each 
parcel. He went to the 
Registry of Deeds in 
Cambridge and in Lowell. At 
one point, he spent 20 succes- 
sive working days in Lowell, 
just tracing sales. 

As Emmons dug up heirs, 
Walters traced them down. 
He spent a lot of time, and 
visited quite a few places in 
New England, just to clear up 
each and every case. 

Real estate attorneys had 
told Osberg that it would take 
two to five years to clear the 
title. The town finished its 
work in three months. 

The land was sold to 
National Polychemical Co. 
for $250,000. The company put 
up two buildings and moved 
in a few months later, and 
continued operations into the 
1970's. The firm was then sold 
to Stepan Chemicals Co., and 
a decade later to Olin Corp. 
Olin closed the plant in 1986. 
For well over a decade, the 
property has come under 
scrutiny as a hazardous waste 
site as a result of the chemi- 
cal operations which had 
been conducted there. It was 
added to the Environmental 
Protection Agency’s National 
Priority List in 2006. ‘Testing 
and negotiations continue to 
this day. 

Other abandoned lots 
remained in nearby sections. 
In the 1970s, Wilmington 
formed the Wilmington 
Redevelopment Authority to 
clear titles to the remaining 
lots. The WHA then developed 
the land into the Jewel Drive 
industrial park.

several song sparrows on the 
ground, they may have been 
around all summer, though 
more noticeable, now. Pine 
siskin may be seeri soon along 
‘with the slate junco. We will 
again compile our winter bird 
list this year, so, when you 
spot our winter visitors let me 
know. 

Now is the time for garden- 
ers to start to put there gar- 
dens to bed for the season. If 
you can, resist the impulse to 
cut everything down so every- 
thing is neat. Leave your 
cone flowers, bee balm and 
other seed heads so that the 
small birds like chickadees 
an gold finches can feed on 
them for awhile. I have 
noticed that-most of mine are 
already picked clean. If there 
are seed still left, try to leave 
them for a while longer. If you 
didn’t keep suet out all sum- 
mer, you can start filling 
those baskets. I did receive a 
report from someone in 
Tewksbury that they never 
had suet out in the summer, 
because I had said it won’t rot 
during the hottest parts of 
summer. Don’t think we 
much hot weather this sum- 
mer did we? This family had 
a large container with a cover 
on it. During the summer 
they took the cover off, and 
one evening while it was still 
light out, they noticed a 
rather large animal up on the 
suet feeder. Because of the 
distance, they used glasses 
and saw a fisher cat eating 
the suet. When they went out 
the fisher ran under the 
shrubbery, they couldn't get a 
good picture because of poor 
light, but decided that they 
wouldn’t keep the suet out. I 
tried to convince them to con- 
tinue with the suet and to put 
the cover back on, But I don’t 
know if they did. 

Between the bunnies - aren’t 
they cute when little, then 
they grow up and eat all the 
nicest flowers and vegetables 
- and a quite large wood- 
chuck, my coneflowers didn’t 
fare well this year. I now 
have wire cages around most 
of my coneflowers - I just 
spent- almost one hundred 
dollars for several new colors, 
lime-being the most interest- 
ing. I have planted them and 
put what I think is a rabbit 
proof fence around them for 
the winter. The chuck just 
stood on its hind legs and 
pulled the coneflowers over. 
Then he didn’t eat them, just 
broke them. I haven’t started 
to put out seed yet this year, I 
usually wait until I think the 
grackles and other black- 
birds have passed through, 
which should be in the next 
week or so.

Wilmington, on the other 
hand, is in a better position 
just nicking over the line of 10 
percent of its homes in its 
affordable housing inventory. 
With 7,141 total housing units, 
711 are considered affordable. 
Over half, 444, are made up of 
rental units, with 204 at 
Avalon Oaks, 120 at Regency 
Place, and another 120 at 
Avalon West. The remaining 
264 units are ownership units, 
either single-family homes or 
condominiums with title 
restrictions. 

“We've really been moving 


along in this direction for a. 


very long time,” said 
Wilmington Planning and 
Conservation Director, Carole 
Hamilton. Other projects are 
underway, and included under 
the count are four of the 16 
units slated to be built in the 
Canal Village development, 
which is located off of Lake 
Street, and they are about to 
have lottery in January. 
Applications to be considered 
for that lottery are currently 
available in the library and 
the town hall planning office. 

However, the achievement 
could be short lived. The 2010 
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census is expected to. reset 
the ratio and bring the per- 
centage down below 10 per- 
cent. 

“I know that we will not be 
able to hold unless we get 
another rental project going,” 
added Hamilton, noting that 
several permitted projects 
either did not actually begin 
building or curtailed the level 
of development, particularly 
projects that were ownership 
based. 

Crystal Commons, slated for 
Burlington Avenue, was per- 
mitted under 40B stipulations, 
but the permits exfired with- 
out construction. Likewise, 
Whispering Pines, an age- 
restricted 55-plus community, 
developed one of the two pro- 
posed buildings and claimed 
and received 40B credit for 
just seven units. Today, rais- 
ing financing for condomini- 
um developments is difficult - 
though easier to find for 
apartment developments - 
and some projects like 
Crystal commons were 
caught in the initial change in 
the market.

stub onto the ramp design to 
allow access to development. 
However, the amount of 
remaining property that can 
be developed is likely dimin- 
ished. 

Tewksbury, Andover, and 
Wilmington all signed an 
agreement ~ called 
Memorandum of 
Understanding, which gives 
each community veto power 
throughout the project. Each 


community has four dele- 
gates, each contributing one 
vote toward that town’s single 
vote. The majority of the four 
delegates win the vote the 
community puts forward to 
the task force. The decisions 
must be unanimous between 
the three towns and thus, 
Tewksbury has a measure of 
control to prevent access to 
local roads. 

We are very cognizant of the 
fact that we have to come to 
consensus and that there is a 


mechanism for getting there,” 

said Hamilton. “The groups 
are working very well togeth- 
er and there's a real under- 
standing of not stepping on 
one another’s toes. 

Though Tewksbury resists 
access to local roads from the 
highway infrastructure, there 
exists a parcel that lies in 
Andover, though is accessible 
only by a dirt driveway from 
the very end of South Street. 
That parcel of roughly 20 
acres is being marketed for 
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biotechnology, education, or 
similar uses. 

Another safeguard against 
local access includes the 
overlay district, passed at the 
same Town Meeting that 
approved the original devel- 
opment agreement with Mills 
Malls. Any bid to seeure con- 
nections to local streets would 
have to go before a future 
town meeting before such 
development could proceed.

how the demands on nursing 
staff have changed in recent 


years. 

“In public schools in gener- 
al, nurses have to balance a 
lot more. There are more 
allergies and bigger medical 
issues than schools have had 
to deal with in the past,” said 
Tracy.

with 16, registering six goals 
and four assists helping UML 
with its current 12-43 overall 
record. 

“That competitiveness that 
she has kind of forces her to 
work on things including her 
offensive game) in the off- 
season,” said Monteiro.

WHS Boys Soccer Round-Up 


Wildcats remain unbeaten and 
gear up for deep playoff run

Moments after his team 
dropped Tewksbury to a 4-0 
tune on Tuesday night, 
Wilmington High School 
boys’ soccer coach Steve 
Scanlon was asked about 
his team’s tremendous two- 
year run where the team 
has gone 29-2-7, including 
14-0-3 this season with one 
game left, and he respond- 
ed with a fascinating ques- 

tion of his own: 

“How do you go 20-0-6 
against your league and 
not win a league title 
(either season)?”. 

Wilmington — ranked No. 
4 in all of Eastern Mass in 
the most recent Boston 
Globe Poll — played North 
Reading in a non-league 
game on Wednesday after- 
noon as this paper was 
being printed. A few hours 
later, North Andover and 
Newburyport tip off for the 
team’s final Cape Ann 
League game. 

“We have to hope that 
something happens (on 
Wednesday) but it’s not 
likely,” said Scanlon. “If 
North Andover ties 
Newburyport we are co- 
champs, but if 
Newburyport beats them, 
then we have the champi- 
onship outright. If North 
Andover wins, they take 
(the title) themselves.” 

Last year Masconomet 
took the league title by fin- 
ishing the regular season 
at 12-0-1 and Wilmington 
was two points behind at 
10-0-3. This time around, 
North Andover is one point 
behind at 10-0-2, and a win 
over Newburyport gives the 
Knights 24 points, one 
ahead of Scanlon’s team, 
who again sports a 10-0-3 
league record. 

“It’s pretty remarkable 
and quite an accomplish- 
ment,” said Scanlon about 
the two-year run. “The 
kids have played great. 
We're trying to get healthy 
as we have had someone 
out every single night, and 
we're trying to tune up. 
“We never expected this. 
We knew we had talent but 
the thing about that is, you 
have to stay focused every 
single game and the kids 
have done a good job of 
that. We put one away and

really have.” 

Depending on the out- 
come of Wednesday’s game 
will determine where the 
Wildcats will be seeded in 
the upcoming Division 2 
North sectional tourna- 
ment. A win or a tie 
against North Reading 
would most likely give the 
Wildcats the No. 2 seed, 
with most likely a first 
round bye, and a quarterfi- 
nal match at home most 
likely Monday or Tuesday. 
A loss to the Hornets, and 
Wilmington could drop a 
few places in the seedings, 
therefore everything could 
change. 

As of Tuesday night, 
Scanlon said that Burke 
High School of Boston 
would have the No. 1 seed 
at 12-0-0, followed by the 
Wildcats unless they fall on 
Wednesday. The section 
will be loaded with talented 
teams ranging from 
Middlesex League foes 
Reading and Winchester, 
moving to league rival 
North Andover, not to for- 
get Danvers and Lynn 
Classical out of the 
Northeast Conference, 
Concord-Carlisle is said to 
be strong and then several 
bubble teams like Malden 
Catholic and Bedford could 
also make some noise. 

“I would hope we would 
said Scanlon. 
“But I tell you the section 
is loaded - there are alot of 
very good teams. Our sec- 
tion is real tough - there’s a 
handful of teams that are 
coming down from Division 
1, so we’re hoping we are 
on the right side of the 
bracket.” 

Last year Wilmington 
defeated Newburyport and 
Reading in the first two 
rounds of the playoffs, 
before losing to 
Masconomet in the section- 
al semi-final, 1-0, in over- 
time.

They have for- 
ward instincts so they know 
how opposing forwards try to 
move, and that definitely 
gives them an edge but I 
always saw them as defend- 
ers.

record in past 13 years

finishing second and third,” 
said Bradley. “Jess Burke 
was a model of consistency 
in the three-four-five range 
every meet and Lori Fletcher 
came on very strong at the 
end of the season. 

“By season's end Syd 
(Russo), Nikki, Rachel, Amy, 
Michelle and Jess all reside 
on the list of top 13 runners I 
have coached in my 13 years 
and Lori and Courtney 
Collins just miss the cut. 
There are girls behind them 
that will be pushing hard to 
be varsity runners next year. 
I appreciate the effort they 
have put in and they should 
be proud of what they have 
achieved.” 

After coming away with a 
sweep over Ipswich (20-42) 
and Manchester (20-41), 
Wilmington competed 
Saturday at the league cham- 
pionship meet and finished 
fifth with 124 points, trailing 
Hamilton-Wenham (39), 
Masconomet (79), Pentucket 
(101) and North Andover 
(107), but finishing ahead of 
Triton (167), Newburyport 
(176), Lynnfield (182), North 
Reading (224), Ipswich (230), 
Amesbury (328) and 
Georgetown (351) in the 12- 
team meet. 

The girls were led by eighth 
grader Sydnee Russo who 
continues to really be a force 
out on the trails. She finished 
llth overall, and absolutely 
incredible accomplishment 
considering she is in middle 
school. Her time was 21:15. 

“Syd had shown she was 
very good and would get bet- 
ter,” said Bradley. “She has 
had a very good attitude and 
kept a very even keel all sea- 
son. She faced some excel- 
lent girls in a very tough 
cross country league. Top 
runners like Alana Poretta 
(from Pentucket), Abby 
D'Agostino, (from 
Masconomet) and Allison 
Lanois (from Hamilton- 
Wenham) have been running 
three or four years through 
all of the post season races. 
There are multiple girls that 
leave the league and will go 
on to run in college. What 
Syd achieved is very good, 
considering she is an eighth 
grader makes it much more 
significant.”

WHS Football falls to 6-2 
Splinter, 
Masco, just 
too talented

BOXFORD - Looking to 
snap a three-year losing 
streak against its biggest 
rivals, and looking to pull off 
a major upset, the 
Wilmington High School 
Football team fell short of 
both of those goals by overall 
talent, and not by effort. 

The Wildcats _ played 
extremely hard, were very 
physical and did a lot of posi- 
tive things on Friday night, 
but Masco’s Chris Splinter 
was too much to handle, as 
the Chieftains enjoyed a 35-20 
home victory to remain in the 
top spot of the Cape Ann 
League large school stand- 


ings. 

Splinter was incredible on 
the night, and basically was a 
one-man show. He statistics 
were amazing. As a quarter- 
back he completed 11-of-14 
passes for 131 yards and 
tossed two touchdown passes. 
In addition he rushed for 148 
yards on 10 carries, which 
included two touchdown runs. 
On top of that he caught two 
passes for 24 yards, and had 
an 85-yard punt return touch- 
down, giving him 388 all-pur- 
pose yards on the night. 

“He’s a good player, a good 
player,” said Wildcat head 
coach Mike Barry. “Yeah, 
he’s a good player.” 

After Wilmington cut a 21-6 
halftime lead to 21-13 just 58 
seconds into the fourth quar- 
ter, Splinter put the game 
away with touchdown runs of 
72 and 7 yards, respectively, 
the last coming with 49 sec- 
onds left in the game to offi- 
cially put the game away. 

Wilmington’s defense held 
Masco scoreless in the third 
quarter, while on offense the 
group put together several 
long drives, especially in the 
second half leading to senior 
running back Evan Butters, 
scoring all three of the 
team’s touchdowns and end- 
ing the game with 141 rushing 
yards on 31 carries with two 
scores and two catches for 21 
yards including a 7-yard TD 
catch. 

"This is why I coach at 
Wilmington because of the 
effort we gave tonight," said 
Barry. "I'm so proud of my 
guys. We knew we were play- 
ing a good team but we don't 
take a back seat to anyone. 
We got in there, we got into a 
fight, and we were down by a 
couple of touchdowns, and we 
gave them two scores as we 
had some guys out of posi- 
tion, but my kids fought back 
and the team fought back and 
as a head coach I'm so proud 
of them." 

Wilmington falls to 6-2 over- 
all and 2-1 against large 
school opponents. The 
Wildcats have now lost four 
straight games to Masco, 
since beating the Chieftains 
three straight times from 
2003 to 2005. Masco, the three- 
time league champion, 
improves to 6-2 overall and 
are 3-0 and in first place. 

As a team Masco finished 
with 333 total yards of offense 
with Splinter being a part of 
303 of those. He got the 
game's scoring going with an 
85-yard punt return for a 
touchdown coming with 2:42 
left in the first quarter. The 
score stayed that way until 
Splinter completed a 9yard 
pass to Collin Burke capping 
off a 10-play, 65-yard drive 
making it 14-0 after Bunker 
nailed his second of five PAT 
kicks. 

Wilmington came right 
back and scored right away 
which was very important at 
that time. It took just three 
plays before the team found 
the end zone. On the first play 
from scrimmage, at the ‘Cats 
20 (Bunker had touchback 
kicks every single time, 
including one that nailed the 
left goal post with ease), the 
Wildcats pulled one out of 
their early trick-or-treat bag, 
and on a flee-flicker, quarter- 
back Sean Hanley connected 
with Matt Larfarrello for a 


35-yard gain putting the ball 
into Masco territory. Two 
plays later, Butters took a 
sweep to his left and darted 
into the end zone for a 30- 
yard touchdown run. The con- 
version kick failed and Masco 
led 14-6 with 6:41 left in the 
second quarter. 

Masco took that hit and 
gave one right back to 
Wilmington. It took just four 
plays until Splinter found 
Jake Lawrence open for a 29- 
yard touchdown completion 
coming on third-and-five, and 
the kick gave Masco a 21-6 
halftime lead. 

After holding Masco to a 
three-and-out and then block- 
ing a 37-yard field goal 
attempt to begin the third 
quarter, you’d think that 
Barry really lit into his team 
at the break. But he said, 
things were kept pretty sim- 

le. 

“I told the guys that’s it’s 
two scores and two scores 
isn't much to come back 
from,” said Barry. “We knew 
we were in a game and I 
thought we could move the 
ball against them, and we did 
in the second half. I thought 
our offense did great. I 
thought our offensive line got 
going and things kind of got 
turned around and I’m very 
proud of the way we fought.” 

The block field goal by Dan 
MacKinnon gave the 
Wildcats the ball at their own 
40, still down 21-6 with 4:19 
left in the third. From there, 
it was pretty much a running 
show with Butters leading the 
way. After an incomplete 
pass on first down, the next 
ten plays were all on the 
ground with Butters taking 
the last eight for a combined 
33 yards and moving the ball 
to the 7 yard line. After an 
incomplete pass on third 
down, Hanley then found 
Butters open on fourth-and- 
goal for a 7-yard touchdown 
catch making it a ballgame 
at 21-13 with 10:02 left in the 
fourth quarter. 

Splinter came back to score 
a 72-yard touchdown run with 
7:52 left, and Wilmington 
countered with another long 
and successful drive, this one 
going 13 plays for 80 yards 
with Hanley (12-for-10, 102 
yards) completing all five of 
this throws for 48 yards which 
helped set up Butters scoring 
his third touchdown of the 
game on a 5-yard run up the 
gut making it 28-20 with 2:06 
left 

Masco put the exclamation 
point on as Splinter scored on 
a 7-yard run with 49 seconds 
left, giving Masco the 35-20 
victory. 

“They had the big plays and 
you have to prevent the big 
plays,” said Barry. “You try 
to play good defense and our 
plan was to try to limit those 
guys from those big plays and 
we had a hard time of it. You 
know they are a good team.” 

Barry though was asked 
about the second half resur- 
gence from his team. 

“We really didn't adjust to 
too many things because we 
were prepared for all of the 
fronts we were going to see, it 
was just a matter of our guys 
wanting it a little bit more 
and fighting harder,” he said. 
“Evan ran really hard, both 
fullbacks (Kevin Moriarty 
and Kevin Parsons) blocked 
very well again, and I think 
Sean hitting some passes was 
good for us too. It’s just tough 
because my guys work so 
hard - they worked hard and 
I'm proud of them.” 

Wilmington will have anoth- 
er very tough match-up on 
Friday in the team’s final 
home game of the season as 
North Andover comes to town 
for a 7:00 pm kick-off. The 
Scarlet Knights are 6-2 over- 
all (1-1 in the league) with 
losses to Andover and 
Newburyport, while defeat- 
ing Amesbury, Cambridge, 
Salem, Medford, North 
Reading and moist recently 
Triton Regional, 35-8 this past

Ahern racing to meet 


his life-long dream

For one local man, however, 
the dream has become very 
~ much a reality. Wilmington 
, resident Chris Ahern, a life- 
time horse racing enthusiast, 
will this week be living out 
his dream when he makes his 
way to the Breeder’s Cup at 
Santa Anita Park in Arcadia, 
California. Ahern is still a 
huge fan of horse racing, but 
he will not be making the 
trip as just your average fan. 

Ahern, who recently retired 
after working 38 years’ for 

- McLean Hospital in Belmont, 
will be enjoying the presti- 
gious event as part owner of 
a horse in the $2 million 
Juvenile Fillies Race at 
Santa Anita on Friday, 
Noyember 6th. Ahern’s par- 
tial ownership of the horse, 
Negligee is through 
Sovereign Stables, a racing 
partnership formed by 
Manchester, New Hampshire 
Ted and Mike Gatsas and 
Mike’s son Matthew. 

Ahern, who first became 
involved with Sovereign 
Stables after responding to 
an ad while checking the 
daily racing results back in 
2001 has been with the group 
of investors since its incep- 
tion, including being a 
minority investor in the first 
three horses purchased by 
Matthew Gatsas. 

Those horses had some 

- mixed results, as did several 
of the other horses pur- 
chased by Sovereign, all of 
whom Ahern was a partial 
owner of, but the results with 


Negligee have been off the 
charts, and on Friday, when 
post time of 4:08 arrives the 
Cork City Ireland native will 
be watching along with rac- 
ing big wigs like Bob Baffert, 
in hopes that his“horse with 
bring home the $2 million 


purse. 

It is a story that is a little 
hard to believe, even for the 
man living the dream. Ahern 
emigrated from Ireland to 
Dorchester in 1961 and found 
work in a shoe factory before 
eventually moving to 
Somerville and then on to 
McLean Hospital in 1971 
where he started as a mason 
before finally working his 
way up to facilities manager. 
During that time, he would 
make weekly trips to Suffolk . 
Downs or Rockingham Park 
where his love of horse rac- 
ing grew. Needless to say, it 
is not every day that a work- 
ing class man gets a chance 
to be a part of one of horse 
racing's most prestigious 
events, 

“It’s unbelievable really to 
get an opportunity like this. 
It’s a once in a lifetime 
opportunity,” Ahern said. 
“It’s just truly outstanding. 
The thrill is indescribable. If 
you're a horse racing enthu- 
siast like I am it’s the next 
best thing to actually being 
part of the Kentucky Derby” 

While many of the other 
horses purchased _— by 
Sovereign Stables may have 
taken some time to pay divi- 
dends to Ahern and other 
investors, Negligee was an 
almost immediate _ hit. 
Sovereign Stable purchased 
the 2-year-old by Northern 
Afleet following a 2nd-place 
finish behind the John 
Terranova-trained Franny 
Freud in ‘the Ontario 
Debutante —_Stakes at 
Woodbine on August 15. 

Terranova thought so high- 
ly of Fanny Freud that when 
Negligee finished a close sec- 
ond to his prize filly, he pur- 
chased her from 
Quintessential Racing and 
Norman Casse with plans to 
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run her in the Grade III Miss 
Grillo Stakes-on the turf at 
Belmont on October 4. 

This was when fate stepped 
in and lent a helping hand to 
Ahern and the rest of the 
Sovereign group. When the 
Miss Grillo was rained off 
the turf and subsequently 
downgraded to an ungraded 
race Negligee's new connec- 
tions scratched her and 
opted for what they referred 
to as Plan B, the Grade 1 
Darley Alcibiades on October 
9 at Keeneland Race Track in 
Lexington, Kentucky. 

Negligee made the most of 
her new opportunity as she 
beat the 6-5 favorite She Be 
Wild by a half length to 
become the first Grade 1 win- 
ner for Sovereign Stable and 
the Gatsas family. More 
importantly the victory 
earned her an automatic 
berth in the Grey Goose 
Breeders' Cup Juvenile 
Fillies Breeder's Cup. 

While Ahern could not be at 
that race, he was in front of 
his TV in Wilmington watch- 
ing with his wife and grand- 
daughter and it is a moment 
he will remember forever. 

“It was incredible,” Ahern 
said. “Just and incredibly 
thrilling experience. An hour 
after the race Matt Gatsas 
called and I could barely 
speak knowing that the next 
stop was the Breeder's Cup.” 

As much as Ahern was left 
speechless by the reality of 
advancing to the Breeder’s 
Cup, he was not entirely 
stunned to see a horse 
trained by Terranova and 
purchased by Matt Gatsas 
have such great success. 

“It was not too surprising 
knowing a bit about racing 
and the trainer and about 
Matt,” Ahern said. “He's got 
a great eye for horses and 
has done a great job of pick- 
ing them for Sovereign. I 
had confidence that if they 
felt they saw something spe- 
cial about this horse they 
knew what they were see-

seeing on Friday at Santa 
Anita on Friday, it is almost

America. McCabe retired in 
2003, but years before he left 
that gym, the ‘real’ game of 
‘McCabe Ball’ had been put 


We raced each other to our 
lockers and changed into our 
gym uniforms with the bright 
red ‘Tewksbury’ emblazoned 
on the front - practically 
knocking each other over to 
get to that cold gymnasium. 

* It was winter and time for 
some dodge ball - or bom- 
bardment. The game has 
come to be known as ‘murder 
ball’ or ‘killer ball’ by anyone 
riddled with over-reaction. 
To a 16-year-old in 1972, it 
was known as ‘McCabe Ball’ 
and it was a whole lot of fun. 
It was a game of skill filled 
with that sudden jolt of 
adrenalin in knowing that at 
any moment your teeth could 
be rattled by a leather vol- 
leyball smacking against the 
side of your head. 

Now, a simple game has 
been made so complicated by 
people dead-set on coddling 
America’s youth. In school 
districts from Texas to 
Massachusetts, the game has 
been banned - cited as an 
example of what could lead 
young people straight to vio- 
lent, aberrant behavior. Call 
Michael Moore and the polit- 
ically correct police. What a 
minute, I've got a better 
idea. Why not call that gym 
teacher with the razor-sharp 
wit and the ability to monitor 
any tough kid in any hallway, 
even today. It’s time to call 
the semi-retired, 69-year-old 
Bob McCabe for the real deal 
on dodge-ball. 

McCabe, these days the 
sitemanager at Tewksbury 
High School sporting events, 

came to the school in 1965, 

fresh out of Boston 

University, where he played

in the 1964 Beanpot Hockey 
Tournament with the Terrier 
hockey team. Charlie Hazel, 
the original ‘coach’- men- 
tored McCabe, and the pair 
developed a relationship that 
had to seen to be believed- 
wisecracking, but deadly 
serious when it came time to 
compete. Hazel and McCabe 
were looking for something 
fun, athletic and with an 
edge to keep the kids inter- 
ested over the dreary winter 
months. Instead of the usual 
jumping jacks, push-ups and 
rope climbing, they came up 
with bombardment, a game 
that McCabe had played for 
years at Quincy High School. 

Four volleyballs were 
placed in the middle of the 
gymnasium floor and the two 
teams of evenly matched 
boys were lined up in neat 
rows against each back wall. 
Then, the race was on and 
the competition began. Sure, 
it was violent, and it could 
get nasty. There was blood. 
There were winners and 
losers. You got whacked with 
the ball and you sat. You 
caught an opponent’s bullet- 
throw and you took a seat. 


No one got a trophy at the 
end of this competition. Just 
the rush associated with this 
game was plenty for all of us. 

“When I blew that whistle, 
all hell would break loose,” 
remembers McCabe. 
“Obviously, there were some 
minor and major collisions 
in the scramble to get at 
those balls. On occasion, we 
would get a bloody nose or 
two-or three.” 

I never thought so at the 
time, maybe because at that 
age you are never that philo- 
sophical about life. Was this 
game a reliable rite of pas- 
sage, marked by the fear of 
getting whacked with that 
ball? McCabe even took the 
time to make sure that his 
gym class would come to be 
associated with all this 
slightly demented fun. Thus, 
we came to call this game 
‘McCabe Ball.’ Once, and if 
we were lucky, twice a week, 
we would rush to that gym 
and get rugged with the man 
who would kid around with 
us, but would be more than 
willing to lay down the law at 
all the right moments. He 
would coach the TMHS hock- 
ey team to a Division 2 State 
Championship and then an 
Elite-8 tournament spot. He 
would be willing to drive a 
Greyhound Bus route to New 
York for his part-time gig, 
then get home at two in the 
morning and be in class by 7 
am, the whistle around his 
neck and ready to go. It was 
time for some ‘McCabe Ball. 

We would whip that ball 
from foul line to foul line in 
that old gymnasium, and 
even if there was a tussle 


along the way, McCabe 
rarely stepped in, although 
sometimes he would get a 
kick out of hiding the ball 
behind his back and whip- 
ping it at a kid he had deter- 
mined to be a knucklehead. 
It was old-school to the max. 

Now it is gone, for reasons 
that I never quite under- 
stood. Next it was tag-your-it 
that was banned in some 
high schools. In most of 
McCabe's years at TMHS, 

» were no co-ed gym 

so naturally the 

sterone level was maxed 

out. Maybe it is lime to get 

back to the man whose name 

is attached to this ‘nasty’ 

game at Tewksbury High 
School 

“Sometimes a person would 
get angry if someone took a 
blind shot at them when they 
weren't Obviously 
there were a few arguments, 
s McCabe. “One time in 
966, three balls hit a kid all 
at once, and to be honest 
with you, | thought that his 
head was going to come off 
He had a weit on his stom- 
ach. He was a little woozy. It 
made some tough guys out of 
kids.” 

We policed ourselves if the 
game got « little out-of-hand 
If two players had a beef, the 
rest of the class would form a 
ring and the two kids would 
grab the boxing gloves and 
the head gear and go at it 
Yes, I know all about the 
Billerica High School 
lacrosse coach being asked 
to take a hike. Back then, 
McCabe stood and watched 
and was never needed as a 
referee. And, there were no 


cell phone cameras, and of 
course, life in that gym class 
was very different. 

“Ninety-nine percent of the 
time, the kid with the biggest 
mouth wouldn't even go into 
the middle of that ring,” says 
McCabe. “I never had to step 
in, and in all those years I 
only saw two or three punch- 
es." 

These days, Time Magazine 
calls the game of dodge ball 
the ‘scourge of the play- 
ground,’- offering some pop- 
goes-the-wimpy-weasel socio- 
logical meandering. Writer 
Lance Morrow says that peo- 
ple claim that the game is 
‘all about the adolescent cul- 
ture of bullying.” McCabe will 
have none of it-and neither 
will I 

“Everything in those gym 
cla: was volunteer - and 
we never, ever forced the kids 
to do anything. They all loved 
it - kids were changed for 
class in about five minutes. 
Growing up, I was not the 
biggest kid in the world, and 
I always made out well play 
ing sports,” offers McCabe. 
Anyone watching a young 
Boston University wing go 
digging out a puck in the cor- 
ner would attest to the fact 
that McCabe rarely came up 
empty. 

Now, - the rules have 
changed and _— everyone 
watches and monitors some 
good hard competition. 
Injuries should be avoided, 
but never feared. The fear of 
failure is the beast that kills 
the spirit. McCabe, always 
quick with the funny tale and 
a take-no-prisoners 
approach, offers a counter- 


on the shelf. Times had 
changed and the game 
deemed too dangerous and 
deadly to both the bodies and 
psyches of boys getting ready 
to be men. 

“The rules have changed,” 
says McCabe, “now, schools 
use sponge balls, and it takes 
all the fun and adventure out 
of it. Now, if you get knocked 
out of the game you sit for 
five minutes and you come 
back. In the 1960's, you sat 
out until the next game. They 
have softened the rules to 
make everyone feel good 
Some of this is going to both: 
er a few scholars, but the 
idea was to get your gym suit 
on, blow off some steam and 
have some fun. It was a 
rele for kids. After gym 
class they would be so tired 
that they wouldn't be giving 
teachers a hard time, w 
ing the hallways causing 
trouble.” 

You mean those kids with 
the chips on their shoulders 
coach, angry at the world? 
They are still somewhere in 
those hallways, and bom- 
bardment, excuse me 
‘McCabe Ball’-has nothing to 
do with it. Call McCabe an 
old-school dinosaur and ban 
this game. I'll take that 
game- and that old-school 
dinosaur, every time.

As much success as he has 
had, Michaud credit his players 
for doing most of he work. 

“The caliber of kids we have 
gotten here has gotten so 
good,” Michaud _ said. 
“Shawsheen Tech is a great 
school and a lot of the kids who 
come here see it as an opportu- 
nity to go to college, so we have 
gotten even better kids over the 
past couple of years. The play- 
ers are the ones who have to go 
out and execute the plays, so 
they deserve the credit.” 

While Michaud is quick to 
give credit to his players, they 
are equally quick top return the 
praise and recognize what he 
has meant to the team.

with the volleyball team. 

When he came to Shawsheen 
in 2002, long time volleyball 
coach Chet Flynn was in the 
process of switching over to 
headmaster at Shawsheen Tech 
and left his coaching duties 
temporarily. When the JV and 
assistant varsity coach moved 
up to be the head coach the 
varsity, Michaud took over as 
JV coach and assistant coach. 

But soccer was the game that 
Michaud had always loved and 
excelled at most, including dur- 
ing his time at UMass 
Dartmouth, so when Viveiros 
decided to retire, Michaud took 
over the reins of the soccer pro- 
gram and has never looked 
back. 

“It's funny because I never 
expected to be back here in the 
Merrimack Valley, but I am 
glad I am here and at a great 
school like Shawsheen and get- 
ting to coach,” Michaud said. 

Michaud has taken the best 
he learned from both Scanlon 
as well as his college coach 
Yarik Muljinski and brought it 
into his coaching style, and it 
has certainly seemed to be a 
successful combination.

“I try to instill in them the 
basic rules that make foot- 
ball a true American sport,” 
said Hersom. “I also try to 
get them to look at our oppo- 


nents as their equal, 
whether they have won every 
game, or none. 


“The game of football is 
extremely disciplined and 
tough.

Irizarry became involved 
as soon as he moved here 
because he has been around 
the game of football for 24 
years as a player, coach, 
announcer and front office 
staff at the youth, high 
school, college, and arena 
football level 

“I just love the game of 
football and I love teaching 
it to kids,” said Irizarry. “It 
is a great sport, possibly the 
greatest sport. No other 
sport requires the total sym- 
metry of physical skill, emo- 
tional strength and mental 
preparedness. 

“There's a reason kids can 
play 30-60 games a year in 
other sports but can only 
play eight games a year in 
football. The physical and 
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mental preparation for foot- 
ball is unmatched by any 
other sport at the youth 
level.” 

Irizarry is all about sports- 
manship as he always want 
to make sure his players are 
being respectful to the 
opposing sideline. 

“I tell the kids that winning 
is secondary to doing things 
the right way and respecting 
your opponent,” said 
Irizarry. "We played 
Burlington a few days before 
Halloween and every year 
the parents give candy to the 
kids after the game we play 
right before Halloween. This 
year we had the Burlington 
kids line up with us and all 
of the kids got candy after 
the game. 

“I told our kids we were 
doing that because when the 
game is over, we are all foot- 
ball players and coaches 
whether we play for 
Wilmington or Burlington 
and it is the game of football 
that unites us much more 
than being affiliated with 
different teams divides us.” 

Irizarry volunteers about 
20 hours per week to the 
WPW program. He volun- 
teers six hours a week 
towards practices, three 
hours on game day, two to 
three hours each week trav- 
eling and scouting out a 
future opponent, and the rest 
of the time organizing prac- 
tice schedules, dealing with 
administrative duties and 
responding to parent emails 
and phone calls. 

“I like the teaching aspect 
of football,” said Irizarry. 
“Whether it's teaching tech- 
nique for a particular posi- 
tion or teaching an offensive 
scheme, the teaching drives 
and motivates me. 
Additionally, I love the 
camaraderie with my assis- 
tant coaches. 

“When I moved to 
Wilmington last year, I did 
not know anyone. Now the 
guys I coach with are my 
best friends in town so foot- 
ball is a social outlet for me 
as well 

The kids also keep me 
motivated to come back. I 
think we have some tremen- 
dous young players in our 
program that can really 
develop into fine young men 
and fine young football play- 
ers and I want to do my part 
to help that process along.” 

Irizarry said he had a blast 
coaching his first season in 
the WPW league. 

“Being able to make an 
impact in a child's life is by 
far the most rewarding 
aspect of coaching in 
Wilmington Pop Warner, said 
Irizarry. “I have also enjoyed 
the relationships I have 
made. Whether it's the rela- 
tionships with my players or 
with my assistant coaches, 
life to me is all about posi- 
tive relationships and the 
opportunity to foster those 
relationships has been the 
most enjoyable part about 
coaching in WPW. Since I've 
moved here, other than my 
family, no one means more 
to me than the coaches I 
share a sideline with and the 
players on the field.” 

Hersom also said that he 
has had a great time taking 
time since taking part as a 
coach in the WPW league. 

“The most enjoyable aspect 
of being a coach for the 
Wilmington Pop Warner 
Football program is watch- 
ing the boys progress 
through the season, have fun 
and learn the discipline and 
skills that are needed to be 
an effective and successful 
football team,” said Hersom. 

“Luckily, I have had the 
ability to coach my own son 
for a few years, and this 
brings me much joy, know- 
ing that he not only looks at 
me as a father, but also as a 
coach and respects me 
equally for both.”

Precautionary Measures to Keep the Home 
Warm and Cozy Through the Winter Months 


For many parts of the 
country, the summer of 
2009 proved rather agree- 
able. Prolonged heat 
waves were an aberration 
rather than the norm 
while late summer 
seemed more like early 
fall than in years past 

Though the weather 
made summer enjoyable, 
there is still a belief, be it 
warranted or not, that an 
agreeable summer will 
lead to a harsh winter. 
Regardless of what the 
weather will bring, how- 
ever, homeowners need to 
prepare their homes for 
winter before the temper- 
atures dip. Readying a 
home for winter can be 
done with a few simple 
chores. 

* Replace the furnace 
filters. Forced air heating 
systems can be especially 
taxing on filters. Come 
the following winter, if 
those old filters haven't 
been replaced, homeown- 
ers can expect heating 
costs to rise dramatically. 
But homeowners who 
purchase new filters be- 
fore winter arrives can 
save money on the cost of 
filters, and the results of 
those new filters will 
show up on the bills once 
the colder weather ar- 


rives. 

* Seal the windows. In- 
spect the windows 
throughout a house be- 
fore winter arrives. This 
can be done easier in fall 
than in the end of sum- 
mer because the colder 
air of fall will make 
drafts from leaky win- 
dows much more notice- 
able. Kits for sealing 
windows are inexpensive, 
and sealing windows be- 
fore winter arrives can 
save substantial amounts 
of money on the monthly 
heating bill. 

When sealing the win- 
dows or inspecting them 
for leaks, it's also a good 
idea to remove screens 
and replace them with 
storm windows. This can 
ensure cold air stays out 
and the home stays 
warm. 

* Have the chimney 
thoroughly _ inspected. 
Homeowners with wood 
burning fireplaces should 
have their chimneys in- 
spected by a professional 
chimney sweeper near 
the end of fall and before 
winter begins. Creosote,.a 
dark brown oil used as a 
wood preservative, can 
buid up in a chimney and 
possibly lead to fires that 
can spread to the house. 


Chimney inspections can 
be free or relatively inex- 
pensive and, if a home 
fire is avoided, ar 
worth the minimal cost. 

* Bring in the plants. 
Some plants can thrive 
throughout the winter if 
watered properly, so be 
sure to bring those in 
when doing a pre-winter 
property inspection. This 
would also be a good time 
to bring in any patio fur- 
niture or childrens’ toys. 
Also be sure to bring in 
the grill before the winter 
season starts. For home- 
owners who still grill well 
into winter, consider a 
thick cover that can pro- 
tect it from harsh winter 
storms. 

* Fix any cracks in the 
porch or _ sidewalk. 
Cracks in the front steps 
or sidewalk leading into 
the house can potentially 
prove hazardous once 
winter weather arrives. 
The season's first snow- 
fall can cover up those 
cracks, but that doesn't 
mean they're not still 
there. Such cracks can 
result in trips or falls 
that, when coupled with 
winter ice, can poten- 
tially result in serious in- 
jury. 
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WHETHER INSTALLING NEW WINDOWS or simply inspecting existing ones, 
homeowners should check for and fix all leaks to avoid cold air finding its way 
inside during the winter months.

Communities mulling whether to 
serve something extra for dinner

In this cash-strapped 
economy, where munici- 
palities and homeown- 
ers alike seem to be 
looking for ways to 
raise additional funds or 

.,trim budgets, 
residents and 
elected officials 
across the state and the 
Middlesex East region have 
been looking at one such 
avenue for additional revenue, 
with varying results - the 
adoption of a local option 
meals excise tax. 

Reading is one such com- 
munity that is studying the 
option, while others around it 
have already both rejected 
and adopted it. 

Most communities start 
the deliberative process by 
inviting residents and _busi- 
ness owners to an opens 
meeting, where local officials 
actively seek community 
input into whether or not the 
town should adopt the local 
meals tax option. 

The local meals tax option 
is available to individual com- 
munities based on a state law 
passed this past summer, 

If adopted, the local tax 
would add 0.75 percent to the 
existing state meals tax for 
restaurant meals. For a $10 
meal, the local tax would be 


75 
cents - for a $100 
meal, it would be 75 cents. 

State and municipal offi- 
cials have put forth literature 
stating what they estimate a 
local option meals tax would 
generate for each individual 
city or town. 

Thus far, 35 communities in 
the state of Massachusetts 
have adopted the local meals 
tax. Those closest to Reading 
include Andover (whose tax 
takes effect January 1, 2010), 
as well as Medford and 
Melrose, which took effeet 
October 1 

Recently North Reading 
passed a local meals tax 
option, despite a recommen- 
dation from the North 
Reading Board of Selectmen 
against its passage. 

After roughly a half hour 
of debate the local meals tax 
Article passed Town Meeting 
on a vote of 8478. North 
Reading's tax will take effect 
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on January 1, and according 
to a published report in 
the North Reading 
Transcript, the state 
estimates the _ town 
could see an additional 
$50,000 in revenue from 
January to June. 
According to state 
law “LOCAL OPTION 
MEALS EXCISE 
Chapter 27, §§ 60 and 
156 of the Acts of 2009 
Adding General Laws 
Chapter 64L Effective for 
sales of restaurant meals on 
or after October 1, 2009", a 
city or town may now impose 
an excise of .75% on the sales 
of restaurant meals originat- 
ing within the municipality by 
accepting G.L. ¢. 64L, § 2(a). 

As with the existing local 
option room occupancy excise, 
the DOR will collect the local 
meals excise at the time it col- 
lects the state tax on the sale. 
The local excise applies to all 
meals subject to the state 
sales tax. 

A community may not vary 
the rate or the meals subject 
to the excise. The DOR will 
distribute the collections to 
the city or town on the same 
quarterly schedule _ that 
applies to the local room occu- 
pancy excise. 

Acceptance of the local 
option meals excise is by 
majority vote of the municipal 
legislative body, subject to 
local charter. 

The Reading-North 
Reading Chamber of 
Commerce has commented on 
the issue, urging caution 
before adopting it. 

“The meals tax issue is a 
consumer tax more than a 
business tax,” said Chamber 
President John Douglass. 
“Our position on the meals tax 
is we want to wait and see 
what happens with the other 
communities. Even though it 
is in writing from the state 
that all the money is going to 
come back to the towns, is it 
all going to come back? The 
state can change its mind any 
time. I have no problem, per- 
sonally, paying the extra 
money on a meal. My concern 
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is how the state is going to 
divvy up the money. Is it all 
going to come back to the 
cities and towns. Let’s give it 
some time, and see if it works. 
It seems like some are rush- 
ing into it.” 

Winchester is one 
Middlesex East community 
where the Board of Selectmen 
opted against recommending 
the meals tax. 

The Winchester Selectmen 
reached that conclusion after 
hearing from local business 
owners, and voted to recom- 
mend indefinitely postponing 
the article, which is number 6 
on the Fall Town Meeting war- 
rant. 

The current meals tax is at 
6.25 percent, so the increase 
would bring the tax to 7 per- 
cent. No one at Winchester's 
informational meeting was in 
favor of the tax. Two select- 
men, Roger Berman and 
Forrest Fontana, did mention 
potentially voting for the tax 
had the economy been better 
(or voting for it in the future), 
but as Selectman Fontana 
said, “Now is not the time to 
tax our residents. Voting 
against the tax would be a 
symbolic gesture to show 
we're pro business.” 

Besides those in atten- 
dance, the Winchester 
Financial Committee sent in a 
memo to Town Manager Mel 
Kleckner voicing its displeas- 
ure with the tax. The commit- 
tee said the underlying reason 
was the members felt “that 
the fact that Winchester had 
managed its money well dur- 
ing the economic down turn, 
coupled with the message that 
levying another tax on local 
restaurants might have on 
local businesses, did not out- 
weigh the rather modest 
amount of money that would 
be raised by the measure.” 

The committee also said 
that if the town’s financial 
future shifted, it would be 
willing to review the matter. 
And if the tax was tied to a 
general improvement of the 
downtown commercial dis- 
trict, some members might 
reconsider voting in favor of 
the tax.

“THIS IS IT” 
GRADE: *** 


When Michael Jackson 
declares ‘This is it, the final 
curtain call? during a March 5 
press conference to announce 
his 50-show, farewell stint in 
London’s 02 Arena, you get an 
eerie feeling, knowing as we 
do what happened just a few 
short months later. 

The King of Pop passed 
away on June'25, three weeks 
before the first plannéd con- 
cert. Kenny Ortega’s docu- 
mentary ‘This Is It’, which 
features exclusive, up-close 
footage of a show that would 
never be, is a nice souvenir, 
and a great send-off for 
Jackson, ending his career on 
a high note. 

Ortega’s documentary 
could be the greatest concert 
film dedicated to a concert 
that didn’t happen. But 
Ortega, a longtime choreogra- 
pher who served as Jackson's 
creative partner for the pro- 
gram, constructs Jackson’s 


vision for the London shows 
from interviews, pre-produced 
video segments and polished 
rehearsal footage. 

The documentary goes 
through Jackson's catalogue 
of songs, celebrating his 
artistry, command and show- 
manship. Backed by world- 


“class dancers, ‘singers and 


thusicians, all of whom gush 
over the influential artist in 
heartfelt interviews, Jackson 
looks anything but ready for 
his death bed as he tears 
through the driving beats of 
‘Billie Jean’ ‘Smooth 
Criminal) ‘Beat It? ‘Wanna Be 
Startin’ Somethin’ and 
‘Thriller’ 

Because Ortega has cap- 
tured rehearsals, we hear 
Jackson singing every other 
word on the fast-tempo tracks 
so he can concentrate on his 
dance steps. A perfectionist, 
Jackson occasionally halts the 
production numbers to 
emphasize little marks he and 
his crew need to hit. ‘This is 
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why we rehearse, he repeated- 
ly says, not in anger but with 
a love for the process. That 
enthusiasm also shines 
through as he collaborates 
with musical director Michael 
Bearden on a slower arrange- 
ment for ‘The Way You Make 
Me Feel’ 

The only thing the film 
lacks is a proper ending. It is 
too abrupt, but then again so 
was the death of Jackson him- 
self. An interview or two at 
the end with those that knew 
him could have given the 
piece some closure. 


“AMELIA” 
GRADE: ** 


In the 1920's and 30's 
female pilot Amelia Earhart 
(played by Hillary Swank) 
attempted to break several 
long-distance flight records 
during a trip across the 
Atlantic and a journey around 
the world, a journey from 
which she never ‘returned. 
This film puts her life, her 
loves, and struggles a s a 
female pilot on the big screen. 

The film is visually stun- 
ning. The studio has obviosu- 
ly spared no expense in telling 
this tale, and the acting per- 
formance put forth by Swan is 
exactly what you have come to 
expect from her - she is very 
convincing, as always. 

But the story doesn’t quite 
work for some reason. Some 
might say that the film is just 
boring, or that the pacing and 
directing could have been bet- 
ter. But the truth is more 


along the lines that the script’ 


never really explains why 
Amelia is willing to take these 
risks, or why the journeys are 
so important in the grand 
scheme of history. It’s almost 
like the producers assume if 
you are interested in seeing 
the film you must already 
know a bit about Earhart, and 
they miss a great opportunity 
to teach a new generation 
about her in depth. 

The viewer loses focus, and 
that’s the kiss of death in a 
movie with a running time of 
nearly two hours. 

If you are a fan of aviation, 
love the sight of older planes 
flying overhead, that alone 
will is worth the price of 
admission. And if you like 
romantic movies, than watch 
the relationship develop 
between Swank and Richarrd 
Gere, 

The film correctly portrays 
Earhartas a woman of great 
ideals who refused to compro- 
mise, all the while recognizing 
the hoops she had to jump 
through to make her dreams 
come true. 


“WHERE THE WILD 
THINGS ARE” 
GRADE: **** 


Just like the classic chil- 
dren's book it is based on, 
"Where the Wild Things Are" 
is a fantastic exploration into 
childhood imagination, and 
well-worth the effort put into 
creating it. 

Creating a movie version of 
a children's classic that has 
very little text and is heavy 
with illustrations that still 
manages to capture the spirit 
of the writing isn’t easy. But 
director Spike Jonze and co- 
writer David Eggers have 
done just that, expertly bring- 
ing author Maurice Sendak's 
world to life. 

It is a world created by the 
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emotions of a young boy who 
feels ignored, alone and perse- 
cuted. The creatures he meets 
in his land, the ‘Wild Things’ 
of the title and the favorite 
part of the book for most, are 
brought to life through the 
artistry of the designers at the 
Jim Henson Company, though 
CGI was used mostly to ani- 
mate the creatures’ facial 
expressions, so their interac- 
tions with young Max come 
across in a much more realis- 
tic manner. 

"Where the Wild Things 
Are" contains hints of danger 
and a few scary moments, and 
the overall message of the 
film, which touches upon how 
difficult and scary childhood 
can be for some, especially 
those kids who feel ‘different’ 
from others, may be lost on 
the youngest of kids. 

Young Max Records makes 
his debut as the sensitive Max 
who learns that being the 
head of a family is no easy 
chore. 

The film features the vocal 
talents of longstandingactors 
who who portray his new 
friends: James Gandolfini as 
the sensitive Carol, Lauren 
Ambrose as KW, Chris Cooper 
as Douglas, Catherine O'Hara 
as Judith, Forest Whitaker as 
Ira and Paul Dano as 
Alexander. 

The film is a bit sad and 
melancholy, but not too much 
so, and those moments pass 
quickly without bogging the 
overall presentation down. 

"Where the Wild Things 
Are," like the book its based 
on, is an instant classic, a 
movie that you can watch 
again and again. It will likely 
generate conversations 
between parents and kids long 
after the film has ended. 


“COUPLES RETREAT” 
GRADE: ** 


There’s a message about 
marriage buried deep inside 
the latest Vince Vaughn-Jon 
Favreau piece, but a lot of 
the jokes fall flat in ‘Couples 
Retreat’, the directorial 
debut of Vaughn buddy and 
collaborator Peter 
Billingsley (that’s right, 
‘Ralphie’ from ‘A Christmas 
Story’ is all grown up and 
behind the camera now). 

The film starts off with 
Jason Bateman and Kristen 
Bell playing a high-strung 
couple who are having mar- 
ital problems. They come to 
their friends with hopes of 
saving their union by going 
to an island paradise called 
Eden for a fun vacation and 
some couples bonding activ- 
ities, such as therapy ses- 
sions, massages and kayak- 
ing, selling the idea in a 
very impressive PowerPoint 
presentation. 

With eight stars, charac- 
ter development ‘could have 
been superficial or the roles 
forgettable; thankfully, how- 
ever, the majority of charac- 
ters are well-rounded.

(Malin Akerman,), and 
devoted father and friend.
